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Heroic neighbours save 
children from house fire 


BRAVE and decisive ac¬ 
tion from teenager Matt 
Robinson and his family 
saved five children during 
a dramatic rescue from a 
burning house on Sunday. 

Matt bravely entered the 
neighbours burning house 
in West Street, Abbotsbury 
after hearing calls for help, 
and with the assistance of 
his mother and father 
Jackie and Roy, rescued 
the children aged 16, 12, 
11, five and 16-months 
from an upstairs bedroom. 

Dorset Police described 
the Robinson family’s 
quick-thinking actions as 
“heroic,” whilst Station 
Manager Steve Isaacs, 
who attended the scene 
added: “Once again a 
working smoke alarm has 
saved lives.” 

The drama unfolded 
around 9:30 pm on Sunday 
evening when Matt, who 
was in his bedroom, heard 
cries for help coming from 
outside. 

He dashed out the house 
to see the children’s 
mother Tracee Barlow on 
the ground by the back 


door calling for help hav¬ 
ing injured herself jumping 
from the bedroom window, 
and the eldest daughter 
Charlotte hanging out the 
bedroom window shouting 
for assistance. 

Tracee had been alerted 
to the fire by the smoke 
alarm warning and Char¬ 
lotte had rounded up all the 
children into their 
mother’s bedroom. 

Matt broke in through 
the back door, and aware 
that the house was on fire 
pushed the lounge door 
slightly ajar. Finding the 
room in flames he closed it 
again to contain the fire. 

Unsure of the house lay¬ 
out and with thick smoke 
around the stair area, Matt 
ran outside where by now 
his parents had put a ladder 
to the window, and mother 
Jackie was at the top help¬ 
ing Charlotte transfer 16- 
month Mackenzie and 
12-year-old Tammy down 
to Roy. 

Charlotte was becoming 
affected by smoke inhala¬ 
tion and so Matt climbed 
into the bedroom and 
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helped her down to safety. 

“Although she was chok¬ 
ing from the smoke, she 
didn’t want to leave the 
other children, and only re¬ 
lented when I took her 
place,” said Matt. 

“Although I had a torch 
it was useless as the smoke 
was so thick, it was like 
driving in fog where the 
light reflects back, and so I 
had to feel my way to find 
the other two. I shouted to 
them to make noises to 
help me find them.” 

Armed with a wet cloth 
over his mouth, Matt 
found 11-year-old Jack 
slumped against the door 
and his younger sister 
against some bedroom fur¬ 


niture. Both had fallen 
semi-conscious. 

Another neighbour Kate 
March who called the 
emergency services at¬ 
tended to the children to¬ 
gether with the fourth 
member of the Robinson 
family, 15-year-old Lisa, 
until the paramedics ar¬ 
rived and took over. 

The children and their 
mother, who fractured her 
pelvis in the fall, were 
taken to Dorchester 
County Hospital where all 
the children were released 
after treatment on Monday 
afternoon. 

Matt who had only cele¬ 
brated his 18th birthday 
the day before is studying 
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a full time motor vehicle 
course at Weymouth Col¬ 
lege. 

He played down his part 
in the rescue and went to 
work as normal on Mon¬ 
day morning at the Brid¬ 
port Care Repair Centre, 
where he gains practical 
experience two days a 
week. 

“It was instinctive and 
something you do auto¬ 
matically. I didn’t really 
think about the danger, I 
just wanted to help, but 
after realised that I could 
have made the situation 
worse if I had become 
trapped.” 


Father Roy said whilst 
they appreciated the dan¬ 
ger, they assessed that 
there was no fire in the 
bedroom and if they were 
quick they could save all 
the children. 

“It was ten minutes or so 
after we had rescued them 
that the fire brigade ar¬ 
rived, by which time might 
have been too late for the 
last two children.” 

A statement from Dorset 
Fire and Rescue Services 
confirmed: “Two crews 
from Dorchester and a 
crew from Weymouth at¬ 
tended the scene and tack-

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YOU could say the key ingredient to the success 
of Alf's Fish and Chip Shop is community spirit. 

Since taking over the fryers of the shop on 
Lynch Road four and a half years ago, John 
Pearce and his wife Karen have won countless 
awards for their involvement with the Wey¬ 
mouth's community. 

Cornishman John has been in the fast food 
business for 28 years and knows a thing or two 
about frying the perfect chip and which piece 
of fish makes the perfect accompaniment. 

Here he talks about all those things plus his 
favourite Christmas carol, what shows he'll put 
his feet up to watch over the festive period and 
which dish he would take with him onto a 
desert island. 


■ HOW did you get into the fish and chip busi¬ 
ness? 

Because I’m dyslexic couldn’t find any opportunities 
open to me and so I got into the fish and chip business 
simply because I had always been in the fast food trade. 
I was initially in Weymouth town centre. 

■ WHAT is the secret to a good chip? 

Frst you need a fresh Maris Piper potato. Then you need 
to wash it thoroughly to remove all the starch and the 
pans (frying pans) must be kept clean at all times; so 
many people make the mistake of not doing that. And we 
use 100-per-cent vegetable oil. 

■ WHAT is the most popular dish? 

Cod and chips, they will always be the staple of what we 
do, and people will always love them. But saying that, 
our gluten free range is also very popular. Some people 
come here especially for it because we don’t mix fryers, 
or cross fry, the ingredients. 

■ HAVING won the community Seafish awards 
Contribution to the Local Community Award for 
the third year, what drives you to be so commu¬ 
nity minded? 

I had a mother, who lived on her own, and I didn’t spend 
a lot of time with her because of working all the time, 
and we see in the news and papers all the time old people 
being mugged and I just want to make sure those people 
are being looked after, some of these people served in 
the war for us and I feel we should pay them back a little 
bit. 

■ WHAT makes a good fish and chip shop? 

Good quality food at the right prices. The staff’s relation¬ 
ship with the customers and the over all cleanliness of 
the shop. It’s something that’s seen us become so suc¬ 
cessful, our relationship with the public in general; we 
get the police, fire brigade all walks of life coming here. 

■ HAVE you any hobbies outside of work? 
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No. All my time is devoted to the shop and charity work. 
I went through a stage where people were donating fur¬ 
niture and I was giving it to people that needed it and 
spent my spare time with that, but since my angina attack 
I cannot do it any more. 

■ WHAT do you like about Weymouth? 

It’s near the sea-side and the beach and you get a good 
lot of tourists. But I think it’s the people in Weymouth, 
who are fantastic and have such a great community spirit 
which makes it such a good place to live. 

■ WHAT don't you like about the town? 

The parking, which is about to get a lot worse. The in¬ 
crease in business rates, that’s not helping the smaller 
businesses and basically the council in general. They are 
putting in roundabouts near my shop and a cycle path but 
they didn’t even consult us. 

■ WHAT three things would you buy if you won 
the lottery? 

For myself nothing I’ve got everything I need, a great 
wife and children. I think I would spend some on a few 
pensioners here, some need cookers, some fridges and 
others washing machines, so I would give some money 
for that. And I think I would buy Karen a house on 
Greenhill near the sea front. I’m not a man that needs to 
show off with pocessions like a brand new car or any¬ 
thing. 

■ WHAT three things would you take with you 
onto a desert island? 

Water, firstly. A radio so I could listen to Solent, because 
I like the music and way they have talking on there. And 
I’d take some food; it would probably be chips because 
they have all the nourishment in them and would keep 
you going.

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Police seek river assault witnesses 


CCTY images have been 
released in an attempt to 
track down attackers who 


pushed a Bridport man 
into a river last month. 
Detectives investigating 


an assault on a man in 
Bridport are renewing 
their appeal for witnesses 


and anyone with informa¬ 
tion to come forward with 
images of people that offi¬ 



cers would like to speak 
with being released. 

At around 2am on Satur¬ 
day, December 12th 2009, 
a 29-year-old Bridport 
man was attacked while 
walking toward Bridport 
town centre from the di¬ 
rection of the Tanners 
Public House in West 
Allington. 

The man was confronted 
by a group of four young 
men and sometime after 
this, between 2am and 
4am, a verbal altercation 
is believed to have taken 
place before the victim re¬ 
ports that he was pushed 
into a nearby river. 

Detective Constable 
Gerard Marchant, of Wey¬ 
mouth CID, said: “Fol¬ 
lowing further police 
enquiries, I am now able 


to release CCTV images 
of a group of men that I 
am eager to speak with. 

“I would urge those pic¬ 
tured - and anyone who 
recognises any of the peo¬ 
ple pictured - to contact 
me, in confidence, as soon 
as possible. 

”It could be that any one 
of these people will have 
information that will help 
me to find out exactly 
what happened along 
West Allington in the early 
hours of Saturday, De¬ 
cember 12th. 

“I’d also urge anyone 
who witnessed any suspi¬ 
cious or unusual activity 
in this area, between 2am 
and 4am on Saturday, De¬ 
cember 12th, and anyone

Lock, 46, had been

Although he escaped 
uninjured he was un¬ 
able to drive the car 
back to his London 
home and had to aban¬ 
don it in the town.

"The weather was still 
really bad all along the 
east side of the country 
and it would have been 
an absolute nightmare 
for him to get down to 
Dorset, especially as he 
didn't have his car." 

Speaking about the 
missed gig, Locksaid:"lt 


was a total nightmare. 

"I was really looking 
forward to it and I'm re¬ 
ally sorry to everyone 
who'd bought a ticket, 
particularly to anyone 
who can't make Febru¬ 
ary.

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Volunteers needed for nature reserve work 


ONE of West Dorset’s largest nature 
reserves is in need of local volunteers 
to help clear scrubland left after 
years of work. 

Work has been carried out since the 
1970s to restore grasslands at Pow- 
erstock Common and now that work 
is complete - but Dorset Wildlife 
Trust wardens are asking for local 
volunteers to help clean up the area. 

Power stock Common’s ancient 
woodland, important neutral grass¬ 
lands and old hedgebanks and ponds 
make it an exceptional area for 
wildlife, especially butterflies, wood¬ 
land flowers and birds, and they have 
survived in the face of serious 
threats. 

Part of the reserve used to be an an¬ 
cient common, but in the mid 1800s 
the grazing rights of local people 


were removed and the land cleared 
for farming. 

Things went from bad to worse in 
the 1960s when the woodland was 
cleared again to plant conifers. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust has been 
working since the 1970s to restore 


the grasslands, gradually acquiring 
more of the land, and now at last this 
work is complete. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust West Area 
Warden, Maurits Fontein, said: “The 
Common is now a magnificent re¬ 
serve, with the newly cleared areas

expected to become as wildlife-rich 
as the surviving grasslands. To 
achieve this we need volunteers to 
help to clear scrub where the conifers 
have been removed, which will com¬ 
plement the work being done by our 
grazing Galloway cattle.” 

Some of the special wildlife ex¬ 
pected to benefit from the work in¬ 


cludes marsh fritillary butterflies and 
flowers such as devil’s bit scabious. 

Maurits added: “The existing 
grasslands are very rich in butterflies 
and other insects and this is what we 
are aiming for on the areas that have 
now been cleared of conifers. 

“With flowers such as bee orchid 
on the lime-rich old railway line, 


Powerstock has a very wide variety 
of wildlife already, with great poten¬ 
tial for more.” 

Powerstock volunteering days will 
be every Thursday until March, with 
the first session on Thursday, January 
7th meeting at the reserve car park at 
10am. Please ring Maurits on 07825 
311686 for more details.

CALL TO ARMS OVER 
POOR TV RECEPTION 


KEN Pett, co-founder of the 
Dorset Broadcasting Action 
Group (DorBAG), has written an 
open letter in response to a call 
by Dr Sue Farrant of the Liberal 
Democrats for a public meeting 
regarding poor reception follow¬ 
ing the digital television 
switchover as reported in the 
View From 's December 23rd edi¬ 
tion. 

Dear Dr Farrant, 

I read the article in December 23rd’s 
View from Bridport about the prob¬ 
lems many people are reporting, re¬ 
garding poor or no reception of 
digital television channels since 
switchover and/or the big re-tune. 

We too are investigating these un¬ 
acceptable cancellations as we also 
have received many complaints. 

I am co-founder of the Dorset 
Broadcasting Action Group 
(DorBAG), strongly supported by 
Dorset County Council, many town 
and parish councils, Chambers of 
Commerce, etc, and many individu¬ 
als. 

We have been working with the 
BBC, Ofcom and Digital UK (in¬ 
cluding, of course, Bill Taylor) to, 
not only help in resolving these prob¬ 


lems wherever possible, but also to 
lobby the BBC to provide the county 
of Dorset with proper local TV news 
coverage, and to re-establish BBC 
Radio Dorset. 

The BBC has often publicly ac¬ 
knowledged that Dorset is under¬ 
served and we are determined to 
rectify this situation! I have to say 
that we have very good working re¬ 
lationships with these bodies at top 
level, and we believe we are making 
notable progress. 

I thought you might appreciate 
knowing about DorBAG 
(www.dorbag.org.uk), as it is another 
lever in getting things done which 
residents may also wish to use. 

I know Bill Taylor will help you all 
he can, but I am sure he will tell you 
that some issues, e.g. the loss of 
ITV3 and ITV4 are nothing to do 
with Digital UK. This problem re¬ 
lates to those on local relay transmit¬ 
ters only. Main transmitters and 
FreeSat are NOT affected. 

It seems that residents who rely on 
local relay transmitters are therefore 
being treated as second class citi¬ 
zens, while still paying the full li¬ 
cence fee! 

The official reason given for this 
unacceptable move is to free up 


channel space on the relays so as to 
accommodate future High Definition 
(HD) channels. 

We are already following this up in 
order to establish just who agreed to 
these cancellations so we can push 
for a return to common sense (it 
could be the Government, Ofcom or 
ITV, although we have yet to confirm 
exactly who made the decision). 

It is even more irksome when they 
have left some +1 channels (i.e. 
those that repeat one hour later on 
Freeview), while cancelling these re¬ 
ally popular channels! 

Our web site gives up to-date news 
on our progress on all relevant is¬ 
sues, along with tips on how to im¬ 
prove reception, etc. 

Whilst welcoming your initiative to 
help local residents, we would be 
grateful if people were also encour¬ 
aged to contact DorBAG, via our 
web site. 

They can send e-mails to us regard¬ 
ing problems or to request advice, 
and can also sign up to receive our e- 
newsletters which go out as and 
when we have news to report. 

I hope you find this information 
helpful, and please do contact me if 
I can be of any help.

DESPITE slightly disappointing runs 
from a couple of Bob Buckler’s big names 
over the festive period, the stable ended 
the year on a high when Mizzurka took 
the two mile bumper race at Newbury last 
week. 

The promising five-year-old bay mare 
out of Alflora and Miss Diskin has 
showed great promise in her first two out¬ 
ings and made it third time lucky with a 
comfortable half length victory. 

Always near the front Nick Skelton 
brought her to challenge two furlongs out 
and took up the running in the final fur¬ 
long to hold off 33/1 shot Eastern Clump. 

“It was a good run, and she deserved 
victory. Newbury bumpers are quite a 
good standard; although she should have 
won her previous race at Chepstow in No¬ 
vember,” remarked Buckler. 

She will now go for a listed bumper at 
Warwick on January 16th. 

Buckler also confirmed that Niche Mar¬ 
ket ’s will now go for the John Smith 
Grand National at Aintree in April. The 
decision was taken after the Irish Grand 
National winner finished last of five to 
Carruthers in the mile Mandarin Gradua¬ 
tion Chase at Newbury in ground too 
heavy for the eight-year-old. 

“He ran well enough over the shorter 
distance in heavy ground which he 
doesn’t like. Following the race owner 
Graham Regan and I agreed to give him 
his chance at Aintree where he should be 
welled handicapped, and he will next run 
in the William Hill Handicap Chase at the 
Cheltenham Festival in March.”
